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FOREWORD. 


In  preparing  the  Ninth  Annual  Medical  Report  of  the  Glasgow  Royal 
Maternity  and  Women’s  Hospital,  the  same  general  scheme  has  been 
followed  as  in  previous  years,  but  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the 
Medical  Committee  the  size  of  the  report  has  been  reduced.  This  has 
been  accomplished  by  substituting  where  possible  an  analysis  of  cases 
for  tabulated  lists.  As  far  as  possible,  the  data  have  been  arranged 
according  to  the  standard  scheme  suggested  by  the  Committee 
appointed  by  the  Royal  Society  of  Medicine  for  the  unification  of  the 
clinical  reports  of  maternity  hospitals. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  the  reader,  who  is  not  personally  acquainted 
with  the  work  of  the  Hospital,  to  mention  some  of  the  facts  regarding 
the  accommodation  for  patients  and  the  mode  of  admission,  before 
discussing  the  clinical  records  of  the  year’s  work. 

The  Hospital,  which  is  the  largest  purely  maternity  hospital  in  the 
country,  has  175  beds,  and  is  run  on  the  permanent  unit  system,  the 
details  of  which  are  found  on  the  next  page  ;  78  beds  are  reserved  for 
ante-natal  cases,  78  for  lying-in  cases,  and  19  are  set  aside  for  “  suspect  ” 
cases.  These  latter  beds  are  situated  in  a  separate  block.  This 
Isolation  Block  is  under  the  charge  of  one  of  the  Assistant  Surgeons, 
the  various  Assistant  Obstetric  Surgeons  holding  this  post  for  periods 
of  four  months  each,  and  a  special  House  Surgeon  looks  after  the  wards 
in  this  block  alone.  During  the  tenure  of  office,  neither  the  Assistant 
Obstetric  Surgeon  nor  the  Isolation  House  Surgeon  has  any  dealings 
with  patients  in  the  other  parts  of  the  Hospital.  By  arrangement 
with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  septic  cases  are  transferred  to  the 
City  Fever  Hospitals. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  trustees  of  Mr.  Peter  Coats,  the 
Hospital  has  been  able  to  retain  a  Resident  Anaesthetist  and  a 
Visiting  Anaesthetist. 

During  the  year  1934  there  were  4,528  patients  admitted,  the  average 
daily  number  of  patients  in  the  wards  being  166.  The  average  residence 
of  patients  in  the  wards  was  13-4  days.  The  largest  number  of  patients 
resident  on  any  one  day  was  186  and  the  smallest  number  was  149.  The 
number  of  children  born  in  the  Hospital  was  3,224.  Of  this  number 
2,802,  or  87  per  cent.,  were  born  alive,  while  422,  or  13  per  cent.,  were 
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stillborn.  During  the  year  there  were  64  maternal  deaths  in  the 
Hospital,  giving  a  death-rate  of  1*4  per  cent.  Co-operation  with  the 
Corporation  of  Glasgow  has  enabled  the  Hospital  to  continue  its  policy 
of  not  refusing  treatment  to  any  woman  in  labour,  without  increasing 
the  overcrowding  of  the  wards.  In  1934  the  municipal  hospitals 
accepted  1,217  patients  as  overflow  cases.  Of  that  number  86  were 
abnormal.  These  cases  are  not  considered  in  making  up  this 
statistical  report,  which  deals  only  with  cases  treated  actually  in 
the  Hospital. 

The  ante-natal  department  is  an  increasingly  important  part  of  the 
Hospital.  From  the  Ante-natal  Dispensary  on  the  premises,  many 
cases  are  admitted  to  the  Obstetrical  Department  and  to  the  ante-natal 
wards.  In  1934,  1,684  patients  were  treated  in  these  wards.  This 
amounts  to  37-2  per  cent,  of  all  admissions  to  the  Hospital.  Since 
1930  the  Ante-natal  Dispensary  has  been  open  on  Saturdays  to  cope 
with  increasing  numbers  of  patients.  With  this  dispensary  is  com¬ 
bined  a  Post-natal  Dispensary  and  an  Infant  Consultation  (Child 
Welfare)  Centre,  at  all  of  which  the  total  attendances  during  the  year 
1934  numbered  22,492. 

In  addition  to  the  indoor  cases  and  dispensary  cases  referred  to 
above,  the  Hospital  carries  on  a  large  amount  of  obstetrical  work  in 
the  district,”  i.e.,  in  the  patients’  own  homes,  and  from  this  source 
a  certain  number  of  emergency  cases  are  admitted  to  the  wards. 
During  1934,  4,472  women  were  attended  in  childbirth  by  the  Maternity 
Hospital  staff,  and  in  all  53,056  visits  (an  average  of  4,421  visits  per 
month)  were  paid  to  them  in  their  homes  ;  of  the  cases  delivered  in 
“  the  district  ”  386,  or  8-1  per  cent.,  were  abnormal ;  4,703  infants 
were  born  in  “  the  district,”  and  of  these  97-8  per  cent,  were  born 
alive  ;  4  maternal  deaths  occurred  in  “  the  district,”  i.e.,  0-08  per  cent. 

Many  cases  are  sent  to  the  Hospital  as  emergency  cases  by  medical 
practitioners  and  midwives,  and  even  other  institutions.  A  large 
number  of  cases  are  recommended  by  other  clinics  in  the  city.  Many 
cases  are  sent  from  a  considerable  distance,  e.g.,  the  Western  Isles. 

During  1934  the  number  of  abnormal  cases  was  3,081,  or  68  jDer  cent, 
of  all  admissions  (this  number  includes  the  1,684  ante-natal  cases). 
Many  of  these  were  emergency  cases.  This  fact,  together  with  many 
others,  such  as  the  high  incidence  of  rickets  in  the  population  which 
is  served  by  the  Hospital,  indicates  that  the  type  of  case  dealt  with 
is  unfortunately  often  of  the  gravest  variety.  This  has  to  be  borne  in 
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mind  when  comparing  the  incidence  of  the  more  serious  complications 
of  labour  and  the  mortality  and  morbidity  rates  with  those  of  other 
institutions,  where  there  is  not  this  measure  of  abnormality  with  which 
to  contend.  Special  attention  is  drawn  to  the  large  number  of  deaths 
occurring  within  twenty-four  hours  of  admission. 

The  simple  division  of  cases  into  “  Booked  ”  cases  and 
“  Emergencies  ”  suggested  by  the  Committee  of  the  Royal  Society 
of  Medicine  is  not  easy  to  apply  to  this  Hospital.  The  scheme  has, 
therefore,  been  modified  to  a  slight  extent,  and  the  indoor  cases  have 
been  divided  into  two  categories  for  the  purpose  of  this  report,  viz.  : — ■ 

Category  A. — Patients  who  were  under  ante-natal  supervision 
at  the  Hospital  Clinic  and  who  had  attended  on  at  least  two 
occasions  shortly  before  admission. 

Category  B. — This  group  includes  all  other  patients. 

It  is  to  be  noted  that  this  classification  differs  from  that  adopted 
in  years  previous  to  1933,  when  the  classification  was  based  upon  the 
time  during  which  the  patient  had  ante-natal  supervision,  rather  than 
upon  the  type  of  supervision. 

The  number  of  cases  in  each  category  was  as  follows  : — ■ 

Category  A. — Those  attending  hospital  clinic,  -  -  1,868 

Category  B. — Others,  -------  2,660 

Total,  -----  4,528 


From  these  figures  it  will  be  seen  that  of  a  total  of  4,528  patients 
treated  in  the  wards  of  the  Hospital,  1,868,  or  41*3  per  cent.,  had  been 
under  ante-natal  supervision  at  the  Hospital  Clinic,  and  2,660,  or 
58*7  per  cent.,  had  not  had  such  supervision. 

It  may  be  of  interest  to  the  reader  to  mention  that  a  considerable 
amount  of  research  work  is  being  carried  on  by  members  of  the  medical 
staff  into  infections  of  the  urinary  tract,  puerperal  fever,  and  the  # 
toxaemias  of  pregancy. 

During  the  year  187  medical  students  enrolled  for  training  in 
practical  midwifery  and  298  nurses  enrolled  for  training  for  the 
certificate  of  the  Central  Midwives’  Board. 

In  this  report  cases  have  their  registered  numbers  bracketed.

ANTE-NATAL  CASES. 

There  were  1,684  cases  treated  in  the  wards  of  the  Ante-natal 
Department  during  the  year.  This  total,  equivalent  to  37-2  per  cent, 
of  all  indoor  cases,  is  to  be  distinguished  from  the  total  of  1,868  cases 
which  had  been  under  ante-natal  supervision.  The  following  table 
shows  the  disease  or  accident  of  pregnancy  for  which  treatment  was 
undertaken  in  these  cases  in  the  ante-natal  wards  and  the  results  : — -

OBSTETRICAL  CASES. 

1.  Vertex.  Occipito-Posterior. 

There  were  206  cases  in  which  there  was  an  occipito-posterior 
presentation  of  the  vertex.  There  were  3  maternal  deaths  in  the 
hospital,  one  (942)  from  intra-partum  eclampsia,  one  (1669)  from 
mixed  accidental  haemorrhage,  and  one  (2826)  from  obstetric  shock. 
One  case  in  which  forceps  had  been  attempted  outside  died  of  generalised 
peritonitis  after  transfer  to  an  isolation  hospital.  The  maternal 
mortality  rate  was  thus  1-9  per  cent.  There  were  5  cases  of  twins, 
one  child  in  each  case  being  occipito-posterior.  Of  the  199  infants 
presenting  occipito-posterior,  164  were  born  alive,  but  6  died,  and 
35  were  stillborn.  On  examining  the  cases  in  which  still-birth  occurred 
it  is  noted  that  in  9  cases  forceps  had  been  unsuccessfully  attempted 
outside,  labour  was  further  complicated  in  7  cases  by  contracted  pelvis, 
in  3  cases  by  mixed  accidental  haemorrhage,  in  2  cases  by  prolapse  of 
the  cord,  and  in  4  cases  pregnancy  was  complicated  by  severe  toxaemia. 
Puerperal  sepsis  was  noted  in  13  cases  and  puerperal  pyrexia  in  26  cases. 
The  total  number  of  notifiable  cases  was  thus  39  or  2-0  per  cent,  of 
the  cases  delivered. 

The  cases  have  not  been  tabulated  individually,  but  two  tables 
have  been  drawn  up  :  one  showing  the  modes  of  delivery  and  results 
and  the  other  showing  the  relation  of  mode  of  delivery  to  weight  of 
child  and  duration  of  labour.  The  following  facts  have  also  been 
noted  : — There  were  55  cases  of  contracted  pelvis  ;  9  cases  of  ante¬ 
partum  haemorrhage  ;  7  cases  of  albuminuria  ;  3  cases  of  eclampsia  ; 
and  in  20  cases  forceps  had  been  unsuccessfully  attempted  outside.

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2.  Breech. 

There  were  368  cases  of  breech  presentation :  137  were  in  patients 
who  had  been  under  ante-natal  supervision  at  the  hospital  clinic. 
There  were  5  maternal  deaths  in  hospital :  one  (1357)  from  paralytic 
ileus  following  caesarean  section  on  account  of  contracted  pelvis ; 
one  (2457)  from  pulmonary  embolism;  one  (1514)  in  a  case  of  central 
placenta  praevia  from  haemorrhage  and  shock ;  one  (2800)  from 
eclampsia  without  fits,  and  one  (503)  from  lobar  pneumonia  following 
laparotomy  in  a  case  of  rupture  of  the  uterus.  One  case  of  spontaneous 
breech  delivery  in  a  multigravida  died  of  sepsis  after  transfer  to  an 
isolation  hospital. 

There  were  73  still-births.  Of  the  still-births  in  the  primiparae 
it  is  noted  that  6  occurred  in  cases  of  ante-partum  haemorrhage ;  4  in 
cases  of  prolapse  of  the  cord,  while  there  were  also  2  cases  of  hydro¬ 
cephalus  ;  1  case  of  anencephaly,  and  1  macerated  foetus.  Of  the 
still-births  in  the  multiparae,  11  occurred  in  cases  of  ante-partum 
haemorrhage,  2  in  cases  of  prolapst  of  the  cord,  while  there  were  also 
5  cases  of  hydrocephalus,  1  case  of  anencephaly,  and  3  macerated 
foetuses. 

The  following  tables  show  mode  of  delivery  and  result  in  the  two 
categories  separately  for  priniigravidoe  and  multigravidae : — 
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3.  Face  and  Brow. 

There  were  24  cases  of  face  and  brow  presentation,  8  of  these  being 
in  Category  A  and  16  in  Category  B.  There  were  2  maternal  deaths  : 
one  (2457)  from  pulmonary  embolism  and  one  (3096)  from  eclampsia  ; 
and  11  still-births.  Puerperal  sepsis  was  noted  in  2  cases  and  puerperal 
pyrexia  in  5  cases.

There  were  53  cases  of  transverse  presentation,  one  being  dismissed 
undelivered.  The  total  includes  2  cases  of  twins,  in  each  of  which 
one  child  presented  transversely,  and  the  transverse  presentations 
only  are  included  in  the  following  table.  There  was  1  (3414)  maternal 
death  due  to  sepsis  in  a  case  complicated  by  placenta  prsevia  ;  and 
23  infants  (or  41*2  per  cent.)  were  stillborn.  Puerperal  sepsis  was 
noted  in  2  cases  and  puerperal  pyrexia  in  1  case.  This  gives  a  notifiable 
rate  of  5-8  per  cent,  of  the  cases  delivered.

Multiple  Pregnancy. 

1.  Twins. 

There  were  twins  in  69  cases  during  the  year :  25  (or  36-2  per  cent.) 
in  primigravide  and  44  (or  63-8  per  cent.)  in  multigravide.  All  cases 
were  delivered.  There  were  2  maternal  deaths,  i.e.,  a  death-rate  of 
2-9  per  cent.  One  case  of  brow  presentation  (No.  2457)  was  sent  into 
hospital  after  an  unsuccessful  attempt  at  forceps  delivery  outside. 
The  child  was  delivered  by  forceps  after  Thorne’s  manoeuvre  and  found 
to  weigh  9J  lbs.  The  weight  of  the  first  child  could  not  be  obtained. 
The  mother  died  of  pulmonary  embolism  on  the  twelfth  day  of  the 
puerperium.  The  other  (No.  4429)  a  case  of  severe  albuminuria  and 
acute  pulmonary  oedema  was  delivered  under  evipan  anaesthesia  by 
forceps  for  first  child  and  internal  version  for  second  child.  She  died 
of  cardiac  failure  four  hours  after  delivery.  She  had  had  no  satisfactory 
ante-natal  care,  being  admitted  in  labour.  Of  the  infants  124  (or 
89*9  per  cent.)  were  born  alive  and  14  (or  10*1  per  cent.)  were  still  born  ; 
20  of  these  born  alive  died  in  hospital. 

The  individual  cases  have  not  been  tabulated,  but  the  following 
facts  have  been  noted : — Puerperal  sepsis  occurred  3  times  and 
puerperal  pyrexia  4  times  ;  pregnancy  was  further  complicated  by 
eclampsia  in  2  cases,  albuminuria  in  11  cases,  hydramnios  in  3  cases, 
high  blood  pressure  apart  from  albuminuria  in  2  cases,  placenta 
previa  in  1  case,  and  accidental  hemorrhage  in  4  cases  ;  labour  was 
induced  surgically  in  5  cases  on  account  of  toxemia  of  pregnancy. 
Tables  have  been  drawn  up  to  show  results,  presentations,  relative 
infantile  weights,  and  modes  of  delivery. 

Delivery  was  completely  spontaneous  in  16  cases.

2.  Triplets. 

Two  cases  of  triplets  were  admitted  during  the  year.  In  the  one 
case  the  first  child,  a  vertex  presentation,  was  born  spontaneously, 
while  the  other  two,  breech  presentations,  were  delivered  manually. 
The  weights  of  the  children  were  4|  lbs.,  4f  lbs.,  and  4  lbs.  respectively. 
The  first  two  children  died  but  the  third  was  dismissed  well.  In 
the  other  case  the  mother  was  delivered  outside  of  a  foetus  papyraceous, 
and  then  had  two  normal  spontaneous  deliveries  in  hospital.  The 
children  born  in  hospital  weighed  If  lbs.  and  1|-  lbs.  respectively. 
Both  children  died. 

The  mothers  were  dismissed  well,  the  puerperium  being  uneventful 
in  both  cases.

It  is  noteworthy  that  in  the  year  1934  blood  transfusion  was 
employed  43  times,  as  compared  with  12  times  in  the  previous  year. 


CONTRACTED  PELVIS. 

Six  hundred  and  eleven  cases  of  contracted  pelvis  were  admitted  during  the  year  1934,  and  of 
these  395  were  under  supervision  at  the  hospital  clinic.  There  were  8  (or  1*3  per  cent.)  maternal 
deaths,  of  which  2  occurred  from  sepsis,  1  from  post-operative  pneumonia,  1  from  paralytic  ileus, 
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Contracted  Pelvis.  1.— Induction  of  Labour. 

It  ivill  be  observed  from  the  following  figures  that  induction  of 
premature  labour,  as  a  treatment  of  contracted  pelvis,  is  seldom 
practised  in  this  hospital. 

In  the  cases  in  which  spontaneous  delivery  occurred  medical 
induction  was  employed  24  times,  15  of  these  being  successful.  Surgical 
induction  was  employed  8  times. 

In  the  cases  delivered  by  caesarean  section  medical  induction  was 
employed  11  times,  of  which  6  were  successful.  Surgical  induction 
was  employed  twice. 

In  the  cases  terminated  by  forceps  medical  induction  was 
employed  5  times,  4  of  these  being  successful.  Surgical  induction 
was  employed  twice. 

Contracted  Pelvis.  2. — Spontaneous  Delivery. 

Spontaneous  delivery  occurred  in  268  cases  of  contracted  pelvis. 
The  details  of  these  cases  have  not  been  individually  tabulated,  but 
an  analysis  between  degree  of  contraction,  weight  of  child,  and  duration 
of  labour  has  been  made.  The  following  facts  were  noted  : — 

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  in  this  group.  The  still-birth  rate  was 
5T  per  cent.,  and  the  combined  pyrexia  and  sepsis  rate  10*4 
per  cent.  Caesarean  section  had  been  previously  performed  in 
6  cases.  Six  cases  of  breech  presentation  had  external  version  per¬ 
formed.  Pregnancy  was  complicated  by  albuminuria  in  8  cases,  by 
pyelitis  in  5  cases,  and  by  cardiac  disease  in  2  cases.  Labour  was 
further  complicated  by  occipito-posterior  presentation  in  9  cases, 
by  face  presentation  in  1  case,  by  a  complex  presentation  in  1  case, 
namely,  vertex  and  hand,  by  accidental  haemorrhage  in  4  cases,  by 
placenta  praevia  in  1  case,  and  by  prolapse  of  the  cord  in  1  case. 

On  analysing  the  14  still-births  and  7  infantile  deaths  the  following 
points  were  noted  : — 

In  the  cases  of  still-births  4  of  the  labours  were  normal  short  and 
the  still-births  could  not  be  easily  explained.  One  case  was  com¬ 
plicated  by  eclampsia,  3  by  hydramnios,  of  which  one  case  had  a 
positive  wassermann  reaction,  and  in  another  the  child  was  anenceplialic ; 

1  by  cardiac  disease  (and  in  this  case  intra-uterine  death  had  occurred) ; 

2  by  premature  labour  (not  induced)  of  which  one  was  prolonged  and 

3  by  mixed  accidental  haemorrhage.  In  the  cases  of  infantile  deaths 

4  of  the  children  were  premature,  two  being  twins,  while  another  had 
a  positive  wassermann. 


nalysis  of  Spontaneous  Delivery  in  cases  of  Contracted  Pelvis. 
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Contracted  Pelvis.  3. — Forceps  Delivery. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-eight  cases  of  contracted  pelvis  were 
delivered  by  forceps.  In  this  group  there  were  3  (2-3  per  cent.) 
maternal  deaths,  27  still-births  and  6  infantile  deaths.  On  examining 
the  cases  in  which  still-births  occurred  it  is  seen  that  of  these  5  of  the 
mothers  suffered  from  toxaemia  of  pregnancy  ;  4  of  the  labours  were 
further  complicated  by  occipito-posterior  presentation,  1  by  prolapse 
of  the  cord,  and  in  4  other  cases  unsuccessful  attempts  at  delivery 
by  forceps  had  been  made  before  admission.

Breech  delivery  occurred  in  18  cases.  There  were  no  maternal 
deaths,  but  5  still-births  and  1  infantile  death.  Of  the  5  still-births 
3  occurred  in  primigravidse  and  in  another  case  the  child  was  born 
to  the  head  on  admission. 

Of  the  15  cases  in  which  craniotomy  was  performed  only  two  had 
been  under  ante-natal  supervision,  of  which  one  was  a  case  of  hydro¬ 
cephalus.  On  examining  the  Category  B  cases  it  is  noted  that  in 
5  cases  forceps  had  been  attempted  unsuccessfully  outside  and  in 
another  4  cases  craniotomy  was  chosen  because  the  child  was  already 
dead.  There  was  1  maternal  death  due  to  obstetric  shock  1J  hours 
after  delivery. 

Delivery  was  effected  by  internal  version  in  6  cases.  From  this 
figure  it  will  be  seen  that  internal  version  is  seldom  practised  in  this 
hospital  in  cases  of  contracted  pelvis.  Three  still-births  occurred, 
of  which  one  case  was  a  placenta  prsevia,  one  a  case  of  hydrocephalus, 
and  in  the  third,  an  unsuccessful  attempt  at  delivery  by  forceps  had 
first  been  made.

There  were  280  cases  of  ante-partum  haemorrhage  admitted  during 
the  year,  and  of  these,  113  were  cases  of  placenta  prsevia,  and  167  were 
cases  of  accidental  haemorrhage. 

1. — Placenta  Prhevia. 

Of  the  113  cases  of  placenta  praevia,  8  died.  Four  of  the  deaths 
were  due  to  haemorrhage,  one  dying  undelivered  ;  three  were  due  to 
sepsis  and  one  due  to  acute  endocarditis  and  paralytic  ileus.  One 
other  case  died  of  sepsis  after  transfer  to  an  isolation  hospital.  There 
were  41  still-births  and  19  infants  died.  Puerperal  sepsis  was  noted 
in  10  cases  and  pyrexia  in  12  cases.

Accidental  Hemorrhage. 
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Toxaemia  of  Pregnancy. 

During  the  year  1934  there  were  445  cases  of  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 
These  cases  have  been  divided  into  four  groups,  viz.  : — (1)  Albuminuria, 
pre-eclamptic  toxaemia  and  nephritic  toxaemia ;  (2)  eclampsia ; 

(3)  hyperemesis  ;  (4)  toxic  vomiting.  Cases  of  transient  albuminuria 
during  labour  or  immediately  following  it  have  been  excluded.  Dividing 
the  cases  in  this  way,  there  were  364  cases  in  Group  1,  73  in  Group  2, 
93  in  Group  3,  and  15  in  Group  4. 

Amongst  the  1,868  cases  which  had  been  under  ante-natal  supervision 
at  the  Hospital  Clinic  there  were  156  toxaemic  cases  (124  in  Group  1, 
17  in  Group  2,  7  in  Group  3,  and  8  in  Group  4). 

Of  the  2,660  other  cases  there  were  389  which  were  toxaemic 
(240  in  Group  1,  56  in  Group  2,  86  in  Group  3,  and  7  in  Group  4). 

There  were  18  maternal  deaths  out  of  the  total  445  toxaemic  cases. 
The  incidence  in  the  groups  is  shown  in  the  following  table,  which 
includes  three  cases  classified  as  acute  or  sub-acute  yellow  atrophy. 
Of  these  three  cases  one  clinically  was  a  case  of  severe  hyperemesis 
and  another  a  case  of  pyelonephritis.  The  third  had  no  other  primary 
lesion  apart  from  the  liver  condition.

Albuminuria. 

There  were  364  cases  in  this  group,  of  which  175  w^ere  primigravidae 
and  189  multigravidae.  Twins  were  noted  in  14  cases  ;  228  infants 
were  born  alive,  and  of  this  number  30  died.  There  were  87  still-births. 

There  were  8  maternal  deaths  in  the  hospital :  3  (Nos.  478,  3518, 
4302)  from  toxaemia,  1  (4429)  from  acute  pulmonary  oedema  and 
toxaemia,  1  (4147)  from  sub-acute  nephritis  and  uraemia,  1  (3975)  from 
peritonitis,  1  (3100)  from  cortical  necrosis  of  the  kidneys,  and  1  (2929) 
from  mixed  accidental  haemorrhage.  Two  cases  died  after  transfer 
to  an  isolation  hospital :  one  from  acute  pulmonary  phthisis  and  the 
other  a  case  of  placenta  praevia,  from  puerperal  sepsis.  One  case 
dismissed  well  was  admitted  three  weeks  later  to  a  general  hospital 
and  died  there  from  exhaustion  and  cardiac  failure.  In  2  cases 
(Nos.  1251  and  2152)  death  was  due  to  toxaemia,  but  these  cases  have 
not  been  included  as  no  specimen  of  urine  could  be  obtained  for  testing. 
Three  cases  (Nos.  1669,  2402  and  2906)  where  death  was  due  to  mixed 
accidental  haemorrhage,  also  showed  signs  of  toxaemia,  but  no  specimen 
of  urine  was  obtained. 

The  cases  have  not  been  individually  tabulated,  but  a  table  for  each 
category  has  been  drawn  up  showing  relation  of  degree  of  severity 
to  parity,  type  of  delivery,  approximate  weight  of  infant,  pyrexia  and 
sepsis.  Columns  have  also  been  added  to  show  the  frequency  of 
associated  condition,  namely,  contracted  pelvis,  cardiac  disease,  ante¬ 
partum  haemorrhage,  and  the  number  of  cases  in  which  labour  was 
induced. 

The  following  approximate  standards  for  degree  of  severity  were 
used  : — -Mild  cases,  albumen  under  1  part  Esbach  and  systolic  blood 
pressure  below  160  m.m.  ;  moderately  severe  cases,  albumen  between 
1  and  4  parts  Esbach  ;  severe,  all  cases  with  albumen  more  than 

4  parts  Esbach. 

On  further  examining  the  cases  with  still-birth  it  is  noted  that  16 
were  in  Category  A  and  71  in  Category  B.  In  Category  A  the  still-births 
occurred  in  the  following  groups  : — 2  (5*3  per  cent.)  in  the  mild  cases  ; 
8(17-8  per  cent.)  in  the  moderately  severe  cases  ;  and  6  (33-3  per  cent.) 
in  the  severe  cases.  Seven  cases  were  complicated  by  accidental 
haemorrhage  and  2  by  difficult  labour. 

In  Category  B  the  still-births  occurred  in  the  following  groups  : — - 
17  (27-9  per  cent.)  in  the  mild  cases  ;  30  (34-9  per  cent.)  in  the 
moderately  severe  cases  ;  and  24  (35-8  per  cent.)  in  the  severe  cases. 
Twenty-five  cases  were  complicated  by  accidental  haemorrhage ; 

5  by  placenta  praevia ;  and  5  by  difficult  labour. 
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Hyperemesis  Gravidarum. 

There  were  93  cases  of  hyperemesis  gravidarum  admitted  during 
the  year,  of  which  30  were  primigravidse  and  63  multiparse.  Seven 
cases  were  under  ante-natal  supervision  before  admission.  Forty- two 
cases  were  mild,  25  moderately  severe,  and  26  were  severe.  In  the 
mild  group  spontaneous  miscarriage  occurred  twice  and  hysterotomy 
was  performed  once  on  account  of  concomitant  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
In  the  group  of  cases  of  moderate  severity  all  cases  were  dismissed  well, 
induction  being  performed  only  in  1  case  on  account  of  a  hydatidiform 
mole. 

In  the  severe  group  surgical  induction  was  performed  13  times  ; 
5  by  hysterotomy  and  8  by  dilatation  and  curettage. 

There  was  1  maternal  death  in  hospital  (No.  3429 — see  under  deaths), 
the  patient  dying  undelivered  four  hours  after  admission.  One  case 
died  of  suppurative  parotitis  after  transfer  to  a  general  hospital 
(giving  a  death-rate  of  2*2  per  cent.). 

Two  mild  cases  and  1  severe  case  were  readmitted  in  the  later 
months  with  toxic  vomiting.  One  mild  case  was  readmitted  with  post¬ 
partum  eclampsia.  Six  cases  were  dismissed  irregularly. 

Toxic  Vomiting. 

Fifteen  cases  of  toxic  vomiting  were  admitted  during  the  year, 
of  which  5  were  primigravidse.  Four  of  the  cases  were  mild,  5 
moderately  severe,  and  6  severe.  No  maternal  deaths  occurred. 
Twelve  cases  were  delivered  with  11  live  births,  of  which  4  died.  The 
1  still-birth,  which  occurred,  was  in  a  case  with  intra-uterine  death. 
Labour  was  induced  surgically  4  times  and  once  medically. 

Pyelitis  and  Pyelonephritis. 

There  were  118  cases  of  pyelitis,  40  of  which  were  under  ante-natal 
supervision  at  the  hospital  clinic.  The  cases  have  been  divided  into 
mild,  moderately  severe,  and  severe.  In  Category  A  20  cases  were 
mild,  of  which  16  were  multiparse  and  4  primiparse  ;  16  cases  were 
moderately  severe,  of  which  12  were  multiparse  and  4  primiparse  ; 
and  4  cases  were  severe,  of  which  all  were  multiparse.  In  Category  B 
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16  cases  were  mild,  of  which  3  were  primiparse  and  13  multiparse  ; 
42  cases  were  moderately  severe,  of  which  21  were  multiparse  and 
21  primiparse  ;  and  20  cases  were  severe,  of  which  10  were  primiparse 
and  10  multiparse.  Labour  was  induced  surgically  in .  1  mild  case 
which  was  also  a  case  of  contracted  pelvis,  in  4  cases  of  moderate 
severity,  and  in  4  severe  cases. 

In  Category  A  12  cases  were  dismissed  undelivered,  of  which  5 
were  later  readmitted  for  delivery.  In  Category  B  39  cases  were 
dismissed  undelivered,  of  which  11  were  readmitted  for  delivery. 

There  were  2  (1.7%)  maternal  deaths,  one  (3862)  from  acute 
leukaemia  and  one  (4024)  from  obstetric  shock  following  a  forceps 
delivery. 

There  were  5  cases  of  pyelonephritis.  Three  were  dismissed  well, 
one  after  nephrectomy,  one  after  spontaneous  delivery,  and  one 
undelivered.  Two  cases  died  (Nos.  1539  and  2290),  the  latter  case 
being  also  complicated  by  sub-acute  yellow  atrophy.

“  Failed  Forceps  ”  Cases. 

During  the  year,  56  cases  were  admitted  after  failure  to  deliver 
with  forceps.  Of  this  total  26  (or  46*4  per  cent.)  were  primigravidse 
and  30  (or  53*6  per  cent.)  were  multiparse.  Five  of  the  mothers  died 
in  hospital,  a  mortality  rate  of  8*9  per  cent.  Two  cases  died  from 
obstetric  shock,  1  from  obstetric  shock  and  toxsemia,  1  from  rupture 
of  the  uterus  and  peritonitis,  and  1  from  pulmonary  embolism.  Sepsis 
was  noted  in  11  cases,  of -which  5  had  uterine  sepsis,  2  peritonitis, 
and  1  a  B.  coli  septicaemia.  Three  cases,  of  which  1  died  of  peritonitis, 
were  transferred  to  an  Isolation  Hospital,  giving  a  corrected  mortality 
rate  of  10*7  per  cent.  Pyrexia  was  noted  in  11  cases. 

Of  the  infants  28  (or  50-0  per  cent.)  were  born  alive  and  28  (or 
50-0  per  cent.)  were  stillborn.  In  the  cases  with  still-births  5  of  the 
infants  showed  hydrocephalus  and  1  was  macerated ;  the  pregnancies  in 
6  cases  were  complicated  by  toxaemia  and  the  labours  in  2  cases  were 
complicated  by  prolapse  of  the  cord.  Two  infants  died  in  hospital. 

In  17  (or  30-4  per  cent.)  of  the  total  cases  the  os  was  not  fully 
dilated  when  the  patient  was  admitted.  An  occipito-posterior  position 
of  the  vertex  was  noted  in  19  (or  33-9  per  cent.)  cases,  and  contracted 
pelvis  in  17  (or  30*4  per  cent.).  Of  the  17  cases  of  contracted  pelvis 
in  4  (or  23*5  per  cent.)  there  was  a  pronounced  contraction  at  the 
outlet.

The  Scottish  Departmental  Committee  on  Puerperal  Morbidity 
and  Mortality  (1924)  suggested  (paragraph  16)  a  classification  of 
maternal  deaths  on  a  pathological  basis.  This  classification  has  been 
adopted  in  the  table  given  below. 

There  were  64  maternal  deaths  in  the  Hospital  during  the  year 
1934  :  13  (20-3  per  cent.)  of  these  were  in  cases  which  had  been  under 
ante-natal  supervision  at  the  Hospital  Clinic  and  51  (79-7  per  cent.) 
were  in  cases  which  had  not  been  under  that  supervision.  Of  the  total 
number  of  deaths  30  (46-9  per  cent.)  died  within  24  hours  of  admission, 
23  (35*9  per  cent.)  died  after  24  hours,  but  within  7  days  of  admission, 
and  11  (17-2  per  cent.)  died  after  7  days  ;  7  of  the  cases  were  admitted 
after  delivery  at  home,  while  21*  cases  died  undelivered.  Puerperal 
sepsis  was  noted  in  13  (30*2  per  cent.)  and  puerperal  pyrexia  in  10 
(23'3  per  cent.).  Post-mortem  examinations  were  made  in  53 
(or  82-8  per  cent.)  of  the  fatal  cases. 

Since  there  were  4,528  admissions  to  the  Hospital  during  the  year, 
the  death-rate  was  14  per  thousand  (or  1*4  per  cent.).  The  death-rates 
in  the  two  categories  were  as  follows  : — 

Category  A. — Death  rate,  -  -  -  0-69  per  cent. 

Category  B. — Death  rate,  -  1-92  per  cent.

1.  Still-births. 

The  total  number  of  still-births  in  the  indoor  cases  during  the 
year  was  422.  Since  the  total  number  of  viable  children  born  was 
3,224,  this  gives  an  incidence  of  still-birth  of  13-1  per  cent. 

In  the  outdoor  department  the  total  number  of  still-births  was  103, 
giving  an  incidence  rate  of  2.2  per  cent. 

2.  Neo-natal  Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  neo-natal  deaths  was  200.  The  number  of 
live-born  children  being  2,802,  this  gives  an  incidence  of  neo-natal 
death  of  7-2  per  cent.  ;  83  of  the  neo-natal  deaths  occurred  during  the 
first  day  (equal  to  41-5  per  cent,  of  all  neo-natal  deaths).  If  these 
cases  are  deducted  from  the  total,  there  remain  117  cases,  giving  a 
neo-natal  death-rate  of  4-2  per  cent. 

Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

The  following  tables  have  been  prepared  from  the  records  of 
Hospital  cases  who  developed  puerperal  fever  or  puerperal  pyrexia 
while  in  the  wards. 

The  standard  used  was  that  of  the  Department  of  Health  which 
defines  puerperal  pyrexia  as  any  febrile  condition  (other  than  a  con¬ 
dition  which  is  required  to  be  notified  as  puerperal  fever)  occurring  in 
a  woman  within  21  days  after  childbirth  or  miscarriage,  in  which  a 
temperature  of  100-4°  F.  or  more  has  been  sustained  during  a  period 
of  24  hours  or  has  recurred  during  that  period.  In  order  to  obtain 
more  accurate  figures,  elevations  of  temperature  occurring  immediately 
after  delivery,  miscarriage  or  abortion  are  included,  and  all 
temperatures  have  been  taken  from  four-hourly  records. 

The  puerperal  sepsis  table  gives  the  distribution  of  cases  in  the 
two  categories  and  indicates  the  mode  of  delivery  in  the  cases  in  which 
sepsis  was  found. 

The  puerperal  pyrexia  table  indicates  the  various  causes  of  pyrexia. 
The  large  number  of  cases  of  pyrexia  of  unknown  origin  indicates  the 
difficulty  experienced  in  determining  the  origin  of  the  febrile  dis¬ 
turbance  and  the  need  for  complete  clinical  and  bacteriological 
examinations  in  all  such  cases. 

Details  of  the  cases  which  died  of  puerperal  sepsis  are  to  be  found 
in  the  section  on  maternal  deaths.
